To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Loudon  in  the  [L.S.]  County  of  Mer- 
rimack in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Loudon,  N.H. 
on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  8:00  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Articles  1,  2,  and  3  will  be  by  ballot  vote  on  Tuesday,  March  8, 
1994,  between  the  hours  of  8:00  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  at  the  polls  at 
the  Loudon  Town  Hall. 

Articles  4-19,  will  be  taken  up  at  the  second  session  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  on  Saturday,  March  12, 1994  at  9:00  a.m.  at  the  Loudon 
Safety  Building  on  Cooper  Street.  On  site  parking  will  be  allowed  only 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building. 

RSA  32:5  V  Requires  that  when  any  purpose  of  appropriation  appears 
as  a  special  warrant  article,  the  Selectmen  shall  make  a  notation  of  whether 
or  not  the  article  is  recommended. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2.  ZONING  AMENDMENT  94-1:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  94-1  as  proposed  and  recommended  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:  Amend  ar- 
ticles 203,  to  add  203.6,  204  to  add  204.6,  and  205  to  add  205.6  to  read: 

Special  requirements:  Bulk  storage:  There  shall  be  no  storage 
above  ground  or  subsurface  of  any  fuels  or  liquid  chemicals 
except: 

1 .  Heating  Oil 

2.  Propane  Gas 

3.  Above  ground  fuel  tanks  are  not  to  exceed  500  gallons 
capacity. 


Other  storage  tanks  (Heating  Oil  or  Propane  Gas)  may  be  ap- 
proved as  special  exceptions  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  in  ac- 
cordance with  701:3. 

Explanation:  Currently  only  the  Commercial/Industrial  district 
has  requirements  for  fuel  storage  tank  size  and  type.  This  amend- 
ment would  still  allow  designated  fuel  storage  tanks  up  to  500 
gallons  in  all  other  zones,  but  a  special  exception  would  be 
needed  for  larger  fuel  storage  tanks. 

ARTICLE  3.  '  'Are  you  in  favor  of  increasing  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  five  (5)  members?"  (by  petition) 

ARTICLE  4.  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the 
exemption  for  the  blind  from  the  assessed  value  of  residential  real  estate 
for  property  tax  purposes?"  This  statute  provides  that  every  inhabitant 
who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each  year,  for  property  tax  purposes, 
from  the  assessed  value  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.  RSA  72:36-b 
I.  (By  ballot)  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  5.  Shall  the  town  accept  the  provision  of  RSA  33:7  pro- 
viding that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authoriz- 
ing, indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  selectmen 
and  Treasurer  to  issue  tax  anticipation  notes?  (The  Selectmen  recommend 
this  article.) 

ARTICLE  6.  Shall  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  31 :95-b  pro- 
viding that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an  article  authoriz- 
ing indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  the  selectmen 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expand,  without  further  action  by  the  town  meeting, 
unanticipated  money  from  a  state,  federal,  or  other  governmental  unit  or 
a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year?  This 
authorization  will  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  of  the  municipal 
meeting.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made 
to  the  town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 
This  authorization  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  of  the 
municipal  meeting.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 


ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  indefinitely, 
until  specific  recision  of  such  authority,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept 
gifts  of  personal  property  which  may  be  offered  to  the  Town  for  any  public 
purpose,  pursuant  to  RSA  31 :95-e.  The  Selectmen  must  hold  a  public  hear- 
ing before  accepting  such  gift,  and  the  acceptance  shall  not  bind  the  town 
to  raise,  appropriate,  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation, 
maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of  any  such  personal  property.  (The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  indefinitely, 
until  rescinded  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
town  by  the  Tax  Collector's  deed.  Such  conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  follow- 
ing a  public  auction  or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids, 
or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA 
80:80.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $43,000  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  Shaker  Road 
Bridge  and  any  other  bridges  deemed  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement 
by  the  Road  Agent  and  Selectmen  and  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
as  agents  to  carry  said  purpose  into  effect.

planning  and  architectural  design.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.) 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  Library 
Land  Acquisition  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  site  explora- 
tion and  land  acquisition  for  a  new  library;  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
balance  remaining  in  the  former  Library  Capital  Reserve  Fund  including 
all  interest  to  be  deposited  in  said  fund,  the  source  of  said  funds  being 
the  balance  of  the  funds  made  available  as  a  result  of  the  discontinuance 
of  the  former  Library  Capital  Reserve  Fund;  to  appoint  the  Library  Trustees 
as  agents  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  said  fund;  and,  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  up  to  $10,000  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  site  exploration, 
legal  costs  for  up  to  two  sites  and  for  possible  deposit  for  land  purchase. 
(The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article.)

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In  government  and  business,  we  tend  to  measure  progress  in  terms  of 
gains  and  losses.  In  1993  our  gains,  both  economically  and  politically  were 
substantial,  but  our  losses  are  perhaps  a  truer  measure  of  the  kind  of  com- 
munity we  live  in.  So  many  who  have  made  Loudon  their  home  have  con- 
tributed immeasurably  to  its  character  and  its  vision.  As  a  community  look- 
ing back  at  the  year  passed,  we  need  to  remember  people  like  Albert  Bat- 
chelder,  Arthur  McNeil,  Curt  Hardy,  Bill  Chesley,  Tony  Byrne,  Mildred 
Cate,  and  all  of  those  who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time  and  talents 
to  the  community  they  called  home.  We  express  our  deepest  sympathy 
to  their  families,  as  well  as  our  sincerest  appreciation  and  gratitude  for 
the  countless,  unselfish  contributions  these  people  made  to  help  Loudon 
become  the  kind  of  community  it  is.  Much  of  what  Loudon  has  been  able 
to  accomplish  in  this  past  year  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  volunteers  throughout 
the  community  working  in  concert  with  a  dedicated  group  of  town 
employees  and  officials,  all  of  whom  deserve  our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Typical  of  Loudon's  volunteer  efforts  is  the  street  numbering  project 
undertaken  early  in  the  year.  In  response  to  the  passage  of  legislation  to 
create  an  enhanced  "911"  emergency  response  system,  Bob  Ordway  and 
Bob  Cate  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  Gary  Burr  of  the  Loudon  Fire  Depart- 
ment went  to  work  with  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  to  assign  street  names 
and  numbers  to  every  residence  and  business  in  town.  Even  getting  the 
project  to  a  state  of  preliminary  completion  required  long  hours  of  actual 
"on  the  road"  work  as  wel]  as  close  cooperation  with  members  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board,  Police  Department,  Fire  Department, 
Rescue  Squad,  Economic  Development  Committee,  Capital  Area  Mutual 
Aid  Compact,  Selectmen,  mobile  home  park  owners  and  town  office  staff. 

The  project  was  presented  at  a  public  hearing  in  November.  At  the  close 
of  the  year,  the  Selectmen  enlisted  the.  assistance  of  New  Hampshire's  Con- 
gressional delegation  to  request  the  assignment  of  a  zip  code  for  the  Town 
of  Loudon.  If  all  goes  as  planned,  the  Postal  Service  in  Concord,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Town,  with  the  assistance  of  Senator  Gregg's  office, 
will  make  application  for  a  Loudon  zip  code  in  mid- 1994.  Even  if  the  ap- 
plication is  successful,  postal  regulations  would  prohibit  a  zip  code  being 
assigned  before  July  1 ,  1995.  In  the  interim,  the  Town  anticipates  putting 
the  street  numbering  into  effect  as  part  of  a  plan  the  postal  service  has 
to  include  all  of  Loudon  in  the  "03301 "  zip  code  to  allow  the  computerized 
mail  sorting  equipment  to  recognize  "Loudon"  as  a  valid  last  line  in  an 
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address.  Assignment  of  street  names  and  numbers  will  also  allow  implemen- 
tation of  the  Enhanced  Statewide  91 1  system  when  it  comes  on  line. 

Proposed  legislative  action  and  roadways  in  Loudon  took  the  headlines 
more  than  once  in  1993.  On  May  25,  1993,  the  Selectmen  discovered  that 
the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  at  the  urging  of  a  former  State  Senator, 
had  inserted  amendments  in  the  State  budget  trailer  bill,  HB-2-FN,  which 
would  have  amended  RSA  265  to  appropriate  $100,000  from  the  highway 
fund  to  provide  for  traffic  control  measures  for  events  held  at  the  New 
Hampshire  International  Speedway,  with  those  funds  to  be  administered 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Safety  to  cover  the  costs  of  State  Police,  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  and  any  other  New  Hampshire  agency  used  to  assist 
in  traffic  control  measures  related  to  the  movement  of  traffic  from  the  speed- 
way. The  amendment  also  would  have  infringed  on  the  premise  of  "home 
rule"  by  proposing  amendment  to  RSA  106-B,  giving  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion to  the  State  Police  for  traffic  control  over  all  state  highways  related 
to  the  handling  of  traffic  generated  by  events  held  at  the  NHIS.  Also  in- 
cluded in  the  trailer  bill  amendments  was  a  measure  which  would  have 
accelerated  improvements  to  Route  106  south  from  the  Speedway  to 
Sheeprock  Road  in  Loudon,  even  though  the  residents  and  business  owners 
on  that  roadway  were  assured  at  public  meetings  sponsored  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  that  the  road  widening  and  "improvement"  iden- 
tified as  Interim  1  would  not  be  undertaken  until  1997  at  the  earliest.  Our 
business  community  was  understandably  irate. 

Representatives  Lockwood  and  Willis  along  with  Senator  Jack  Barnes 
met  with  a  representative  of  the  Selectmen's  Office,  several  business  owners 
and  the  Speedway's  lobbyist  on  the  morning  of  May  31,  1993.  Approx- 
imately one  week  later,  the  Selectmen  wrote  to  all  members  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  objecting  to  the  proposed  amendments.  With 
the  help  of  several  other  communities,  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association  and  the  Governor's  Office,  sufficient  pressure  was  brought 
to  bear  on  the  General  Court  that  ultimately  the  amendment's  sponsor 
withdrew  the  request  for  change  of  jurisdiction  and  modified  the  language 
affecting  improvements  to  Route  106. 

That  initiative  and  cooperation  between  the  public  and  the  private  sec- 
tor in  Loudon  has  continued  relative  to  the  proposed  expansion  of  Route 
106.  A  working  group  consisting  of  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Zoning 
Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Loudon  Economic  Development  Committee, 
and  Loudon  Business  Association,  with  the  assistance  of  local  emergency 
services  personnel,  have  worked  to  propose  alternatives  to  the  State's 
preliminary  designs  for  expanding  Route  106  to  a  divided,  four  lane 
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highway.  The  working  group  is  trying  to  mitigate  some  of  the  adverse 
impact  of  a  four- lane  roadway  by  recommending  additional  access  points, 
improving  access  roads,  adding  several  signalized  intersections  and  con- 
structing a  bicycle/pedestrian  path  to  parallel  the  roadway.  A  public  hear- 
ing on  the  current  DOT  design  is  expected  in  January,  1994. 

Several  important  pieces  of  commercial  real  estate  were  added  to  the 
tax  base  in  1993,  including  the  Environmental  Soils  Management  plant 
and  Eastern's  facility  on  International  Drive.  Additional  changes  to  land 
values,  both  through  a  review  of  all  residential  properties  and  certain 
changes  in  current  use  assessments  by  the  State  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  expanded  the  tax  base  even  further.  The  net  result,  coupled 
with  continuing  fiscal  restraint  by  the  various  town  departments  and 
organizations,  was  a  decrease  of  $3.22  per  $1,000  of  assessed  value  on 
the  year's  tax  rate. 

Solid  waste  handling  continues  to  be  one  of  the  more  difficult  costs  to 
control.  Fortunately,  Loudon  has  a  dedicated  core  of  employees  in  the 
Highway  Department  and  an  equally  dedicated  group  of  volunteers  in  the 
Solid  Waste  and  Recycling  Committees  who  continue  to  work  to  hold  costs 
down  through  efficient  trash  handling  and  expanded  recycling.  The  Town 
has  also  been  informed  by  the  firm  of  Nelson,  Ward  and  Associates  that 
the  monies  carried  forward  for  the  past  several  years  for  hydrogeological 
investigations  at  the  Transfer  Station  and  landfill  should  be  sufficient  to 
complete  pre-closure  engineering  and  study  at  the  landfill.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Services  has  also  approved  the  pre-closure  plans 
submitted  by  the  Town  for  hydrogeological  investigation  and  testing  through 
the  Phase  III  scope  of  service.  Test  results  to  date  have  been  very  positive 
and  the  Selectmen  believe  the  costs  of  final  closure  may  be  substantially 
lower  than  expected  several  years  ago. 

The  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  congratulations  to  Robert  Krieger  of  the 
Loudon  Police  Department  for  his  successful  completion  of  the  D.A.R.E. 
officer  training  academy.  Support  for  the  D.A.R.E.  program  (Drug 
Awareness  and  Resistance  Education)  at  Loudon  Elementary  School  has 
been  very  high,  but  the  availability  of  a  D.A.R.E.  trained  officer  was  never 
certain.  Not  only  did  Lt.  Krieger  complete  the  academy,  but  he  received 
high  praise  from  the  instructional  staff  at  the  academy.  We're  looking  for- 
ward to  a  successful  D.A.R.E.  program  in  Loudon,  working  with  the 
Loudon  P.T.O.  and  Loudon  Elementary  School  staff  as  the  new  year 
begins. 
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The  Board  also  extends  its  congratulations  to  Tax  Collector  Dorothy 
Mulkhey  for  having  completed  her  certification  through  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Tax  Collector's  Association  as  a  Certified  New  Hampshire  Tax  Col- 
lector. The  Association  sets  rigorous  standards  for  certification  and  re- 
quires candidates  to  attend  three  weeks  of  intensified  college  level  courses. 
Maintaining  certification  will  involve  additional  annual  workshops  and  con- 
ventions sponsored  by  the  NHTCA. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  changes  in  the  Town  Offices  this  past  year 
was  the  retirement  of  Mary  Maxfield.  Mary  served  a  number  of  years 
as  Tax  Collector,  as  well  as  Deputy  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer.  The 
Town  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mary  for  her  years  of  effort  and  the 
wealth  of  knowledge  and  experience  she  brought  to  the  task. 

The  Selectmen  are  pleased  to  report  that  1993  will  yield  an  undesignated 
general  fund  surplus  of  $107,151.95.  Unless  otherwise  appropriated  by 
the  Town  Meeting,  that  amount  will  be  used  to  reduce  taxes  during  the 
next  year. 

Finally,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  staff  at  the  Town  Offices  and 
the  volunteers  who  have  worked  with  them  periodically  throughout  the 
year.  We  are  always  grateful  for  their  efforts  and  enthusiasm.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Loudon  for  the 
year  ended  December  31 ,  1993,  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  con- 
trol structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing  procedures 
for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.  Our 
review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  in- 
ternal control  structure  and  should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our 
attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of 
the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect 
the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data 
consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial  statements. 
A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  opera- 
tion of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not 
reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in 
amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  be- 
ing audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by 
employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 
Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  constitute 
reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses 
as  defined  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  inter- 
nal controls,  no  material  weaknesses  in  the  Town's  accounting  systems 
and  records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses  or  other  considerations 
coming  to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with 
administrative  or  recordkeeping  practices.  In  these  instances,  we  made 
specific  recommendations  or  provided  instruction  to  those  individuals  in- 
volved during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork.  Areas  discussed  included: 

A.  Monthly  Reconciliation  of  Tax  Accounts 

B.  Redemption  Reports  to  Registry  of  Deeds 
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This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  manage- 
ment and  others  within  the  administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended 
to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1993 

Last  year  we  completed  many  small  scale  but  important  projects. 

Sections  of  Youngs  Hill  Road  were  widened  to  include  east  of  Batchelders 
marsh.  This  definitely  corrected  winter  travel  in  this  area. 

A  concrete  culvert  was  installed  on  Old  Shaker  Road  and  the  roadway 
was  widened. 

Currier  Road  was  also  widened  and  drainage  corrected  at  Browns  Corner. 

I  apologize  to  Old  Shaker  Road  residents.  Plans  last  spring  were  to  in- 
clude a  section  1600  feet  for  pavement.  Unfortunately  after  evaluating  last 
winters  damage  it  was  decided  to  repair  Country  Hill  Road.  A  short  sec- 
tion on  Mudgett  Hill  Road  and  the  Clough  Hill  intersection  at  Route  106 
was  repaired. 

Next  season  we  hope  to  complete  Old  Shaker  Road  bridge.  Our  engineer 
has  evaluated  and  has  supplied  a  set  of  plans. 

We  will  also  construct  the  1600  feet  of  roadway  adjoining  Old  Shaker 
Road  bridge.  Corrective  drainage  will  begin  on  Village  Road  from  the 
Intersection  of  Oak  Hill  Road  to  Capital  Fire  Protection. 

Youngs  Hill  and  Currier  Road  are  scheduled  for  more  widening  and 
clearing. 

Completion  of  Country  Hill  will  begin  in  early  summer  with  a  shim  and 
seal  coat  application. 

Winter  is  here  and  unforgiving  as  usual.  Although  it  always  seems  so 
unproductive  its  the  busiest  and  most  stressful  time  of  the  year  for  the 
crew.  We  want  to  thank  the  folks  in  town  for  their  continual  support 
especially  during  winter  months.

SOLID  WASTE  AND  RECYCLING  REPORT  1993 

1993  has  flown  by.  January  saw  the  recycling  center  ship  out  glass  in 
preparation  for  the  use  of  the  glass  crusher  which  has  improved  the  storage 
capacity  and  quality  of  the  glass  product.  Doors  have  been  installed  to 
the  glass  bins  to  insure  quality  control  as  well  as  improving  the  overall 
appearance  and  security  of  the  building. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  quality  of  the  newspaper  and  card- 
board which  is  being  recycled  is  exceptional.  Your  efforts  as  well  as  those 
of  the  Transfer  Station  staff  are  paying  off  in  higher  revenues. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  expanding  into  rag  collection  and  yard  com- 
posting. Notices  with  information  concerning  these  expansions  can  be  ex- 
pected by  early  summer. 

Although  the  total  tonnage  to  the  co-operative  in  Penacook  has  increased 
the  actual  tonnage  from  the  Transfer  Station  has  decreased.  We  attribute 
this  drop  to  your  recycling  efforts  and  have  hopes  to  continue  this  downward 
trend. 

As  the  cost  per  ton  at  the  co-op  does  increase  slightly  each  year  the 
Town's  continued  recycling  efforts  do  offset  by  reducing  the  waste  ton- 
nage delivered. 

To  this  end  we  have  included  a  request  in  this  budget  to  increase  the 
storage  capacity  at  the  Recycling  Center  by  obtaining  another  storage  trailer 
to  facilitate  future  recycling  expansion.

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TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT  1993 

Not  many  problems  or  changes  have  occurred  at  the  facility  in  the  past 
year.  This  report  focuses  on  the  future  issues  that  must  be  forewarned 
and  addressed. 

Last  reports  have  dump  foreclosure  occurring  in  1995.  With  this  in  mind, 
our  1994  hit  list  will  include  the  research  and  discussion  of  alternatives 
for  the  lagoon,  burn  pile,  and  the  famous  animal  rendering  pit. 

When  foreclosure  occurs  our  lagoons  will  be  eliminated.  Alternatives 
include  creating  another  site  or  the  use  of  acceptable  sites  such  as  Con- 
cord or  Franklin  area.  Either  way  tipping  fees  will  be  increased. 

Burning  must  stop  at  this  site.  Alternatives  may  be  another  site,  which 
must  address  ash  disposal  or  chip  recycling. 

According  to  our  engineers,  the  animal  rendering  pits  will  no  longer 
be  allowed  at  this  site.  No  alternatives  have  been  realized  or  initiated  at 
this  time. 

Based  on  these  three  items  there  will  be  added  costs.  Your  input  in  ad- 
dressing these  problems  will  be  much  appreciated.  In  finding  a  cost  effi- 
cient and  acceptable  answer  to  these  issues. 

These  services  will  continue  in  1994  as  they  have  in  the  past.  They  will 
however  change  in  1995. 

One  last  note.  You  can  now  purchase  dump  stickers  at  the  facility.  Just 
ask  Da^e  or  Bob  they  will  be  happy  to  assist  you. 

Thanks  for  your  cooperation  last  year,  we  are  looking  forward  to  serv- 
ing you  in  1994.

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LOUDON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1993 

The  Loudon  Police  Department  has  had  a  total  of  1 ,693  calls  for  ser- 
vice this  past  year.  As  outlined  in  the  summary  of  activities  and  the  severity 
of  crimes,  this  is  the  main  reason  we  have  asked  for  the  fourth  full-time 
patrolman.  It  takes  five  men  to  run  twenty-four  hour  coverage.  The  need 
for  in-depth  investigations  is  often  required  to  close  various  cases.  Our 
people  have  in  the  past  worked  numerous  hours  to  fulfill  these  needs. 
However,  the  fourth  person  will  ease  the  burden  of  wages  and  time. 

A  major  change  that  has  occurred  is  that  Robert  P.  Krieger  has  been 
named  to  the  position  of  Deputy  Chief.  Deputy  Krieger  has  done  an  ex- 
cellent job,  as  have  all  our  people,  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  Deputy 
Krieger  has  also  been  officially  named  a  D.A.R.E.  Instructor  for  Loudon 
Schools  and  looks  forward  to  working  with  the  youth  of  Loudon. 

Also  this  year  we  are  asking  that  a  new  vehicle  be  purchased  on  a  year- 
ly basis.  With  the  need  for  increased  patrols  and  visibility,  we  must  have 
dependable  vehicles  and  not  exorbitant  repair  costs. 

A  special  thanks  to  Paul  and  Lynn  Gagnon  for  their  continued  help  and 
support  on  animal  control. 

As  always,  we  are  here  24  hours  a  day  to  respond  to  your  needs.  Your 
continued  help  and  support  are  appreciated  and  will  assist  us  in  being  a 
professional  service  to  this  community.

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LOUDON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1993 

During  the  winter  and  spring  of  1993  Department  firefighters  disas- 
sembled, refurbished,  and  rebuilt  the  two  forestry  vehicles,  both  Army 
surplus  units.  This  work,  which  involved  several  hundred  man  hours,  in- 
cluded installing  new  water  tanks,  building  pump  manifolds,  new  wiring, 
lights  and  warning  devices. 

Residents  of  the  Town  were  deeply  saddened  by  Loudon's  first  fatal 
fire  in  16  years,  which  occurred  on  June  16th  at  the  Aznive  home  on  Plea- 
sant Street.  Because  of  the  potential  psychological  impact  to  department 
members  on  the  scene,  a  critical  incident  stress  debriefing  was  held  to 
help  personnel  deal  with  the  impact  of  the  tragedy. 

Several  members  have  worked  on  the  Town's  street  numbering  project 
which  will  be  used  for  the  Enhanced  91 1  program  and  mail  delivery.  One 
of  the  department's  major  efforts  was  to  coordinate  street  names  and 
residence  numbers  in  the  three  manufactured  home  parks. 

The  dry  hydrant  program  continued  forward  with  surveying  the  Town 
for  potential  draft  sites,  measuring  water  surface  areas  and  taking  depth 
readings  at  accessible  water  sources.  Personnel  also  worked  to  obtain  lan- 
downers' easements  for  the  dry  hydrant  locations.  Pipe  and  fittings  were 
purchased  for  installation  in  1994. 

Department  personnel  stood  by  with  apparatus  at  all  the  major  New 
Hampshire  International  Speedway  events  in  1993.  The  Winston  Cup  and 
Indy  Car  races  required  considerable  planning,  coordination  and  extended 
working  hours  due  to  the  large  influx  of  vehicles  and  spectators.  A  number 
of  Capital  Area  towns  cooperated  by  contributing  mutual  aid  engine  com- 
panies which  were  staged  at  key  locations  to  assist  us  during  the  4  hours 
when  Rte  106  is  made  one  way  at  the  end  of  the  two  races. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October  Department  personnel  spoke 
to  over  400  Loudon  kindergarten  and  elementary  school  children  at  the 
new  fire  station.  Firefighters  gave  demonstrations  on  how  to  be  fire  safe 
at  home  and  displayed  fire  apparatus  for  the  youngsters. 

Loudon  made  51  more  responses  than  it  did  in  1992,  establishing  a  new 
high  of  253  calls  for  the  year.  All  18  towns  in  the  Capital  Area  Fire  Com- 
pact also  experienced  an  increase  in  calls  this  year. 

The  categories  of  calls  showing  the  greatest  increase  over  last  year  were 
brush  and  grass  fires  which  were  up  28  % ,  chimney  fires  up  33  % ,  mutual 
aid  responses  and  vehicle  fires  up  40%. 

Average  response  time  was  4.4  minutes,  just  over  the  Compact  average 
of  4.1  minutes. 
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As  an  interesting  note,  the  most  calls  within  the  Compact  occurred  be- 
tween the  hours  of  3  and  6  p.m.  In  Loudon  the  greatest  number  of  calls 
came  betwen  6  and  9  p.m.

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LOUDON  RESCUE  SQUAD  1993  REPORT 

This  year  the  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  more  incidents  than  ever  before. 
The  Rescue  always  responds  to  structure  fires  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
department.  This  year  that  was  10  runs,  however  the  Rescue  also  responded 
to  42  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Nine  crashes  more  than  last  year.  Many 
of  these  MVA's  required  heavy  extrication.  One  of  these  extrication  calls 
required  assistance  from  Belmont  in  order  to  utilize  their  Power  RAM 
system.  At  this  time  we  are  still  fund  raising  to  purchase  our  own  set  of 
RAMS. 

Requests  for  medical  aid  were  up  to  93,  an  increase  of  10  runs  over 
last  year,  cardiac  emergencies  and  respiratory  distress  were  the  most  serious 
calls  with  abdominal  and  back  injuries  following  up.  Daytime  calls  con- 
tinue to  be  the  most  difficult  time  to  get  Rescue  people  consistently.  That 
is  why  the  addition  of  4  new  EMT's  should  help  dramatically.  One  squad 
member  has  upgraded  to  EMT-Intermediate  Level  and  another  Paramedic 
member  has  returned  to  help  the  squad  meet  the  continued  changing  needs 
of  Loudon. 

I  would  like  to  again  thank  the  Town's  people  for  their  generous  sup- 
port of  the  Rescue  Squad  and  invite  questions  or  comments  to  be  sent  to 
me  at  P.O.  Box  7032,  Loudon  or  by  telephone  at  783-4836.

As  the  year  comes  to  a  close,  we  take  this  time  to  sit  back  and  evaluate 
what  has  been  accomplished,  what  was  left  unfinished  and  what  the  future 
holds  for  the  Maxfield  Public  Library. 

As  you  may  note,  a  security  light  has  been  installed  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  building.  This  has  added  a  sense  of  safety  and  security  for 
library  patrons.  Public  thanks  goes  to  Mr.  Dana  Willis  for  volunteering 
his  time  and  expertise  in  getting  the  job  completed. 

Additionally,  the  slate  roof  required  repair.  A  water  leak  to  the  interior 
of  the  building  created  minor  damage  which  will  be  repaired  this  year. 

The  library  by-laws,  personnel  policies,  mission  statement  have  all  been 
updated  and  now  reflect  current  times. 

The  unfinished  business  is  of  major  concern  and  that  involves  the  ex- 
pansion of  or  the  replacement  of  the  library.  The  major  questions  are  if 
we  add  on  to  the  present  building,  will  that  allow  for  our  immediate  needs 
and  for  growth  in  the  future?  Additionally,  do  you,  the  townspeople,  want 
the  old  fire  station  demolished  to  make  room  for  this  addition? 

We  have  had  the  good  fortune  of  having  a  dedicated  and  hardworking 
building  committee  studying  the  problems  of  growth  and  they  have  pro- 
posed the  hire  of  an  architect  to  provide  preliminary  plans  and  costs 
estimates  for  the  existing  site  and  an  alternate  site.  We  take  their  recom- 
mendations seriously,  but  we  also  feel  that  we  need  to  hear  from  the 
townspeople  over  their  concerns  before  we  commit  additional  time  and 
money. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  who  so  thought- 
fully donate  their  time  and  services  to  make  the  Maxfield  Public  Library 
the  community  treasure  that  it  is  today.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  1993 

By  year's  end,  our  long-time  volunteer,  Irene  Cadrette,  made  some  con- 
cessions to  her  octogenarian  status  and  cut  back  on  her  hours  at  the  library. 
We  can  all  be  grateful  for  the  work  she  has  done  so  graciously.  Still  a 
dedicated  library  supporter,  she  plans  to  concentrate  more  on  Friends' 
events  and  spend  less  time  behind  the  circulation  desk.  New  faces  that 
you  may  be  seeing  include  volunteers  Shirley  Shorten,  Laura  Leclerc, 
Marlene  Friedrich,  and  Virginia  Horgan.  Marlene  is  a  spirited  reader  at 
story  time  while  Laura,  Shirley,  and  Virginia  help  with  behind  the  scenes 
tasks  of  filing,  shelving  and  book  processing.  As  Jean  Nelson  heads  into 
her  fifth  year  as  library  assistant,  she  continues  to  provide  cheerful  library 
service,  give  fine  story  hours,  and  tackle  fresh  challenges,  especially  with 
our  new  computer. 

Together,  the  Loudon  P.T.O.  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  supported 
special  programs  to  enhance  library  services.  The  Loudon  Elementary 
School's  Artist-in-Residence  program  featured  sculptor  Teresa  Taylor  who 
guided  the  library's  story  time  preschoolers  in  making  pinch  pots.  Funds 
from  the  Friends  and  the  P.T.O.  also  made  possible  the  Summer  Reading 
Program  which  was  completed  by  a  record  111  young  readers. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  mention  all  who  in  some  way  helped  the  library 
in  1993,  two  more  deserve  sincere  thanks.  The  Happy  Hills  4-H  Club 
pitched  in  at  the  hectic  Summer  Reading  Program  Awards  Day,  staged 
a  spring  puppet  show  of  "Snow  White  and  the  Seven  Dwarfs,"  and  built 
(with  the  help  of  Emerson  Moore)  an  outside  bulletin  board  —  all  for  the 
benefit  of  the  library.  Inside  the  building,  you  can  see  the  excellent  work 
of  Eric  Wyatt  in  the  custom-built  periodical  case  that  he  made  for  his  Eagle 
Scout  project.  The  library  is  very  lucky  to  be  the  beneficiary  of  so  many 
community-spirited  projects. 

A  steady  flow  of  book  donations  continues  to  come  in.  Our  space  crunch 
doesn't  allow  us  to  add  as  many  to  the  collection  as  we  used  to,  but 
townspeople  can  look  forward  to  terrific  book  sales  in  the  spring  and  on 
Old  Home  Day.  Another  welcomed  gift  is  the  funds,  generously  donated 
by  Pat  and  Fred  Carter,  that  will  allow  the  library  to  once  more  purchase 
a  yearlong  family  pass  to  the  Christa  McAuliffe  Planetarium. 

Two  outstanding  contributions  came  from  the  Friends,  amounted  to 
several  thousand  dollars,  and  took  years  of  hard,  fund-raising  efforts  to 
achieve.  The  first  was  an  engineer's  survey,  of  the  library's  land,  that 
has  been  used  extensively  in  the  building  study  committee's  expansion  plan- 
ning process.  The  second  gift  was  the  purchase  of  a  complete  computer 
system  that  is  saving  the  staff  hours  of  work  and  giving  us  ready  access 
to  the  statewide  library  database  and  E-mail  system  of  interlibrary  loans.

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LIBRARY  BUILDING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


For  many  years,  the  library's  space  and  resources  have  been  inadequate. 
The  town's  1992  Master  Plan  underscores  the  need  for  a  larger  building 
to  serve  the  town.  In  1986,  the  townspeople  established  an  ongoing  capital 
reserve  fund  of  $10,000  each  year,  for  "Library  expansion  and  altera- 
tions." In  1992,  the  voters  at  town  meeting  increased  the  fund  to  $25,000 
per  year.  Currently,  the  total  amount  of  the  fund  is  over  $125,000.  To 
plan  further  for  expansion,  the  Building  Study  Committee  was  formed, 
by  the  library  trustees,  in  December  1992. 

Initially,  the  committee,  chaired  by  Bob  Hadley,  conducted  a  survey 
of  all  Loudon  households  to  determine  public  opinions  about  the  current 
library  and  its  future.  A  public  forum  was  held  on  April  25,  1993,  to  discuss 
the  survey's  results,  to  view  a  display  of  other  libraries'  projects,  and  to 
answer  questions. 

Since  July,  the  fifteen  member  committee,  now  chaired  by  trustee  Jean 
Everson,  has  met  regularly  in  public  sessions.  Three  goals  have  been  set: 
research  and  write  the  library  building  program,  increase  public  awareness, 
and  initiate  fund-raising.  Publicity,  fund-raising,  and  site  evaluation  sub- 
committees  have  helped  in  writing  the  library  program  which  defines  present 
and  future  space  needs  for  the  book  collection,  furniture,  copier,  com- 
puters, programs,  storage,  and  parking. 

An  architect  and  an  engineer  have  spoken  to  the  group.  Many  possibilities 
have  been  discussed.  Fund-raising  activities  in  the  future  may  include: 
an  auction,  road  rally,  pledge  drive,  and  grant  writing. 

The  committee's  members  are  dedicated  to  increasing  quality  library 
space  and  services  for  the  townspeople  and  future  generations  and  to  ac- 
complishing this  as  cost-effectively  and  creatively  as  possible.

Library  Building  Study  Committee 
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LOUDON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  1993 

The  past  year  was  an  exciting  one  for  the  Historical  Society  highlighted 
by  the  museum  open  house  during  Loudon  Old  Home  Days  and  by  signifi- 
cant acquisitions  at  the  Albert  Bachelder  estate  auction. 

The  open  house  attracted  nearly  200  visitors  to  the  museum,  many  of 
whom  paused  to  reminisce  about  the  "good  old  days"  and  left  us  with 
important  bits  of  information  about  our  Town's  history.  Residents  were 
invited  to  loan  artifacts  to  be  displayed  for  the  event,  which  many  did, 
and  the  museum  was  staffed  throughout  the  day  by  Society  members. 

Our  attendance  at  the  Bachelder  estate  auction  was  rewarding.  We  were 
able  to  purchase  the  Loudon  Center  Post  Office  letter  case  with  an  assort- 
ment of  letters  and  postal  records.  This  post  office  was  established  in  the 
Bachelder  home  early  in  the  19th  century.  Our  sincere  gratitude  is  ex- 
tended to  several  attendees  of  the  auction  who  came  forward  with  monetary 
contributions  to  the  Society  to  help  cover  the  expenditure  for  these  ar- 
tifacts. These  contributors  are:  Terri  Beyers,  Rye;  Kathleen  Jones,  Loudon; 
Brenda  Joziatic,  Penacook  and  Bill  Schultz,  Loudon. 

Several  days  after  the  auction  we  were  able  to  obtain  a  collection  of 
early  Loudon  papers  from  a  Concord  collector  who  had  acquired  them 
at  the  auction  as  part  of  a  larger  purchase. 

A  collection  of  Loudon  school  and  P.T.A  documents  and  a  collection 
of  photographs  (and  glass  negatives)  of  early  Loudon  farms  and  residences 
was  donated  by  Warren  and  Bea  Jenkins  and  are  on  display  at  the  museum. 

Lester  Chamberlan  of  Clough  Hill  Road,  through  his  representative  Bill 
Frost,  donated  several  items  of  old  farm  equipment.  The  larger  of  these 
are  being  stored  in  the  barn  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Offices  for  the  present 
time. 

Our  table  at  the  Boscawen  Historical  Society  annual  flea  market  raised 
about  $80.00.  Unsold  merchandise  was  donated  to  the  Loudon  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  their  flea  market  on  Old  Home  Day. 

The  Society  provided  the  Loudon  Elementary  School  with  75  copies 
of  the  "Bicentennial  Booklet"  for  use  in  their  community  studies  program. 
The  research  material  used  in  the  preparation  of  this  publication  in  1975 
by  its  pricipal  author,  Dennis  Chesley,  has  been  donated  by  him  to  the 
Society  and  will  be  cataloged  and  placed  on  display.  This  collection  in- 
cludes many  interesting  documents  and  photographs. 

Work  on  the  museum  has  been  ongoing  and  several  display  cases  have 
been  repaired  and  put  into  service.  A  wall  cabinet  was  custom  built  for 
the  display  of  fragile  items. 
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The  Society  chose  a  slate  of  officers  and  directors  and  adopted  a  con- 
stitution and  by-laws.  The  officers  are:

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  1993 

The  Conservation  Commission  remained  very  active  in  1993  dealing 
with  a  variety  of  natural  resource  issues  from  land  conservation  to  com- 
menting on  site  development  activities. 

The  states  Land  Conservation  Investment  program  came  to  a  close  in 
1993  with  over  100,000  acres  of  strategic  conservation  and  recreational 
lands  being  procured  and  set  aside  for  public  use.  The  Town  of  Loudon 
played  a  significant  role  in  this  effort  where  2062  acres  of  the  town's  prime 
agricultural  lands,  pristine  wetlands  and  critical  wildlife  habitats  were  pro- 
tected. The  acreage  includes  both  fee  simple  ownership  and  conservation 
easements.  Since  the  late  1980's  this  project  has  been  one  of  the  commis- 
sions primary  focuses  and  it  resulted  in  one  of  the  largest  and  most  com- 
plex land  conservation  projects  in  the  state.  The  2062  acres  were  protected 
in  two  ways.  The  state  took  the  lead  in  the  procurement  of  819  acres  and 
the  town  procured  the  other  1243  acres.  The  town's  participation  was 
financed  by  the  Commission's  conservation  fund  and  land  value  donations 
by  the  participating  landowners.  Special  recognition  and  appreciation  goes 
out  to  the  late  Albert  Bachelder  who  donated  152  acres  of  his  property 
to  the  town  which  was  the  key  to  making  the  project  work. 

The  Conservation  Commission  role  is  to  oversee  natural  resource  ac- 
tivities and  issues  in  town  which  involves  the  management  of  the  town 
forests,  to  working  with  the  regulatory  boards  to  insure  that  site  develop- 
ment activities  are  conducted  with  minimal  impacts  to  the  town's  natural 
resources.  In  1993  a  significant  amount  of  the  Commission's  work  was 
spent  at  N.H.I. S.  on  parking  lot  expansion  projects  and  the  interior  oval 
expansion  project.  Work  continued  with  E. S.M.I,  contaminated  soils  plant 
which  went  operational  in  1993.  Other  major  site  inspections  and  com- 
ments were  provided  on  the  Loudon  Country  Club  project,  the  Rymes 
Heating  Oil  underground  tank  installations  project  and  the  state's  proposed 
Rte.  106  corridor  upgrade.  Only  a  small  number  of  dredge  and  fill  ap- 
plications were  reviewed  in  1993  as  compared  to  previous  years. 

Town  forest  activities  were  minimal  in  1993,  however,  the  Maxfield 
lot  was  expanded  by  one  acre  as  a  result  of  a  donation  by  the  Thunberg 
family. 

In  closing,  the  Commission  reminds  residents  that  we  are  here  to  assist 
with  natural  resource  issues  and  needs.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  on 
us  when  you  feel  there  is  an  issue  we  should  be  addressing.

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LOUDON  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE  REPORT  1993 

The  Economic  Development  Committee  continues  to  involve  itself  with 
programs  designed  to  improve  the  business  climate  in  Loudon.  A  new  set 
of  By-Laws  has  been  adopted  and  as  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting  on 
March  13,  1993,  the  committee  has  nine  regular  members  and  three  ex- 
officio  members;  one  each  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  and 
Zoning  Boards. 

In  1993  the  Committee  continued  to  help  Bob  Ordway  and  Bob  Cate 
with  the  street  numbering  system  that  is  required  for  the  Enhanced  911 
program  and  is  necessary  before  Loudon  can  be  eligible  for  it's  own  zip 
code.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  we  are  trying  to  expedite  the 
assignment  of  a  zip  code. 

A  community  profile  update  was  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development. 
Representatives  from  the  LEDC  attended  the  Merrimack  County  Economic 
Development  Council  Meetings  which  look  at  industrial  development  poten- 
tials County  wide. 

The  LEDC  assisted  in  the  formation  of  a  committee  to  address  the  con- 
cerns of  existing  businesses  over  the  State's  proposal  to  widen  Route  106. 

Other  projects  included  an  addendum  to  the  Loudon  Business  Direc- 
tory and  a  Economic  Resource  Binder  for  the  Maxfield  Library. 

Plans  are  underway  to  publish  an  '  'Outline"  which  can  be  given  to  pro- 
spective business  developers  on  how  the  permit  system  works  in  Loudon 
and  where  and  when  to  go  for  assistance.  When  the  zip  code  change  oc- 
curs and  all  addresses  are  updated  we  will  work  with  the  Loudon  Business 
Association  to  publish  a  new  Business  Directory.  The  Loudon  Economic 
Development  Committee  accomplished  much  in  1993  and  looks  forward 
to  a  busy  year  ahead.

Again  this  year,  participants  were  required  to  purchase  a  "Hooked  on 
Loudon"  tee  shirt.  These  shirts  assist  the  staff  in  keeping  track  of  the  kids 
on  the  field  trips.  Tee  shirts  will  be  required  for  1994  and  are  available 
through  the  Town  Clerk's  office  anytime.  The  price  is  still  $7.00.  For 
safety  reasons  the  tee  shirts  are  an  excellent  idea. 

A  new  program  was  started  last  fall.  This  program  is  "The  Loudon 
Recreation  Committee  Bus  Trips."  The  Selectmen  gave  a  vote  of  con- 
fidence for  the  recreation  department  and  two  trips  were  scheduled  on  a 
trial  basis.  The  first  was  a  trip  to  see  "Aladdin  on  Ice"  in  Portland,  Maine 
and  the  second  was  a  shopping  trip  to  Freeport,  Maine.  These  trips  were 
successful  and  the  Selectmen  have  given  the  go-ahead  for  one  trip  per  month 
for  1994.  Call  the  Selectmens'  office  or  look  around  town  for  posters  of 
upcoming  trips.  Non  residents  are  always  welcome  on  these  trips.  These 
trips  are  self  supported  and  there  is  no  liability  to  the  town. 

Again  this  year  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  support 
of  the  recreation  committee's  programs.  The  residents  of  Loudon  are  very 
lucky  to  have  such  quality  programs  available  to  them.  Thank  you  again 
Raymond,  Mary  Ann  and  Roger.

You  should  be  aware  that  if  you  plan 
to  or  are  in  the  process  of  building  a  new  home,  you  must  have  a  cer- 
tificate of  occupancy  before  you  can  live  in  the  house.  To  obtain  a  CO, 
your  home  must  meet  the  building  specifications  of  both  the  P.U.C.  Energy 
codes  and  the  Life  Safety  Codes  adopted  by  the  state.  If  you  have  any 
questions  about  these  requirements,  please  contact  me  at  783-9520  before 
you  start  to  build.  Proper  planning  could  help  you  avoid  costly  time  delays 
that  could  keep  you  from  moving  into  your  new  home.
